4. Explain the procedure producing pain and/or distress. 

Seven ferrets are listed as Category E. A total 144 ferrets were used as animal models of human enteric disease. Ferrets 
were given bacterial pathogens by the oral route to mimic human disease. Seven of the ferrets (4.8%) developed 
transient diarrhea and weight loss due to infection and were reported as Category E. The remaining 137 ferrets were 
asymptomatic and were reported as categoty D due to the use of anesthesia during oral dosing. 

5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. State methods or means used to determine 
that pain and/or distress relief would interfere with test results. (For Federally mandated testing, see Item 6 below) 

The ferrets were used as a model of human enteric disease. Treatment would change the course of the disease and alter 
the physiologic and pathologic endpoints that are essential to the objectives of the investigation. Therefore, the course of 
infection was allowed to progress without intervention. Ferrets determined to be moribund are euthanized.
